During the short 
railway journey he fell asleep. 
At his training quarters he again 
fell asleep. Having got into 
fighting kit and reached the ring, 
he once. more relapsed in such 
profound slumber that he could 
not be roused, and was conse- 
quently taken back home and put 
He bed. I was called to him on 
the following: (Sunday) morning, 
Except for a slight drowsiness he 
seemed none the worse. He had 
no paih, and no gastric disturb- 
ances. In fact, I think he only 
sent for me as a precaution...
